awply sufficient for the needs of a farm of a
hundred acres? Kach crop should be grown by
itself. Oop 500(1 soil timothy would be better
to be eradled and put into sheaves for conveni-
ence in threshing. Clover should be taken from
the second ecrop.

It is estimated that proper care of agricultur-
al machinery would save to the farmers, an-
pually, po less thao £5,000,000.

A SwispLER's Fate.—John Vollnan, an
alleged real estate swindler of Newark, N. J,,

was arrested on Friday eveoing upon informa-
tion received by Detective Corwin and Officer
Shaoley of the First Precinct.

nounced the whole thiog a fraud.

Vollwan then fled to this city, and, as be-

fore stated, was arrested. Corwin telegraphcd
to Newark, and Liebstein cawe down last night
and identified the prisoner. The detective set
out on the 11:36 P. M. train with his prisoner,
uccompavnied by Liebstein. While on the way
jicbstein conversed in German with Vollman,
and when nearing Newark, afier crossing the
Hackensack bridge, the Prisoner desired to go
to the closet, but the detective told him that
he should. remain till he reached Newark.—
Liebstein now interceded for him and finally
the detective allowed him to go. Both went
joto the next car, the detective occupylog a seat
while the prisoner was in the closet. Oh com-
ing out with a sudden grasp he caught the deor
leading to the platform, and was on the outside
when the detective grabbed him by the coat-
tuil, but he slammed the door too, and it eaught
the dotective's wrist, forcing him to let go.
When the detective got to the outside the pris-
cuer had disappeared. Onreachiog Newark be
reported the matter to the Chiet' of Police, and
Dotective Fisher was detailed to accompany
biw in search after the prisoner. They took a
lantern and went along the track to wherehe
hal jumped off, and found his lifeless body
